St. Louis, was granted at noon Wednes- 
day by Judge William Farmer, of the 


Illinois Supreme Court, at Vandalia, 
according to a long distance telephone 
message received by Gerold at the Belle- 
ville Jail. Gerold, who was convicted 
of withholding city funds and sen- 
tenced to an indeterminate term at hard 
labor in the Chester Penitentiary, was 
placed in jail Tuesday night. The issu- 
ance of the supersedeas means that the 
Supreme Court will hear an appeal. 

The message came from Attorney D. 
J. Sullivan, who found Judge Farmer at 
his home in Vandalia. Sullivan stated 
that Judge Farmer fixed the bond at 
$10,000, and Attorney R. E. Schaumlef- 
fel, who is associated with Sullivan in 
the case, at once began trying to ar- 
range the bond, so as to get Gerold out, 
if possible, without a second night in 
jail. 

Gerold’s first night in the overcrowded 
jeil was spent in ua cot in the corri- 
dor, there being no individual cell va- 
cant. He had hoped he would be per- 
mitted to sleep in the Sheriff's house or 
the jail ovfice, but Sheriff Mulconnery 
was away, and he had left no instruc- 
tions which warranted his deputies 
gtanting Gerold such a privilege. 

Gerold chewed an unlighted cigar and 
read the evening papers during a short 
wait in the jail office. He handed to 
Petri his knife, gold watch, keys and 
purse containing $12.00, and was not 
formally searched. As he entered the 
dimly lighted jail the prisoners were 
singing, in plaintftwe tone, familiar re- 
ligious and sentimental airs—‘‘Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” “Suwanee River,”’ 
and tne like. Gerold took no part in the 
singing, but sat silent until the singing 
ceased at 8 o'clock. He was up art 7:30 
Wednesday morning, and notified the 
Jailer that he would send out for his 
br ikfast. The jail breakfast consists 
of oatmeal, prunes, bread and coffea.

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OFFICIAL WHIMKY 
TASTER HAS 23 
BARRELS SEIZED} 


Internal Revenue agents announced 


Wednesday that the Government's 
official whisky taster has been work- 
ing in St. Louts for three weeks and 
that, as a result, 25 barrels of adulter- 
ated whisky have been confiscated. 
The man who occupies this unusual 
position is Matt M. Jodd. who has 


been in the Internal Revenue service 
many years, and who is considered 
so infallible as a wtisky taster that 
not one in ten of his confiscation or- 
ders are revoked after a chemical 
analysis has been made in laborato- 


ries in Washington. 
Jodd came to St. Louis after tasting 


samples of the whisky on sale in Kan- 
sis City, where he confiscated 70 barrels. 

He began his work quietly in St. Louis 
so as not to give saloon keepers warn- 
ing that the Government had in the city 
a man who, by tasting whisky and 
sometimes merely by looking at it, 
could tell whether it met the age quall- 
fications specified on the Government 
stamps, marks and bands on the barrel. 

The value of whisky increases with 
age. So when a barrel of whisky leaves 
a bonded warehouse the Government 
marks the barrel to designate the age. 

Jodd's work is to visit saloons and 
wholesale houses to see if the whisky in 
barrels is as old as the marks on the 
outside indicate. When he finds a quan- 
tity of the original contents has been 
taken out and whisky not so old has 
been substituted, he orders the saloon 
keeper not to dispose of any of the con- 
tents. Then he forwards a sample of 
the whisky to Washington, where an 
official test is made. 

If Jodd’s findings are correct, the 
Government orders the whisky confis- 
ceted. An investigation then ts made 
in an effort to ascertain who substi- 
tuted the whisky, so that a criminal 
prosecution may be made. The penalty 
for substituting whisky is a fine of $200 
to $100 and, 
of not more than a year. 

L. G. Nutt, Internal Revenue Agent 
in charge of the St. Louis district, said 
Jodd had found the % barrels of substi. 
tuted whisky in 17 places tn St. Louis. 
His work, he said, had been highly suc- 
cessful here and would be continued for 
some time.

HUERTAPREPARES. 
FOR WAR DESPITE 
MEDIATION PLANS

MEXICO CITY, April *a.—In spite of 
the temporary truce to permit media- 
tion it became increasingly evident to- 
day that the Huerta government is over- 
looking no chance to perfect its defenses 
and build up its strength. It is known 
that Huerta is making bids for the sup- 


port of Zapata, the bandit leader. 

Telegraphic orders were sent to August 
Breton, Governor of the State of More- 
los, to Mform the Zapatista leaders in 
his vicinity to immediately select a dele- 
gation from their number. 

These representatives of the Southern 
rebel forces are to travel to Mexico City 
as guests of the Government under the 
protection of Federal troops. During 
the parleying, an armistice is to be 
agreed upon between the forces. 

Gov. Breton has been authorized to 
say, as coming directly from Huerta, 
that the head of the Federal Govern- 
ment is ready and ¥y lling to form an 
alliance with the Z atistas; that he 
is not thinking of inf necine strife and 
mere internal affair , but that he is 
seeking to defend f.s country’s honor 
and integrity, and that he believes that 
all Mexicans, of all stations and of al! 
beliefs, should combine to defend their 
motherland. 

What answer this proposition will re- 
ceive can only be guessed at, but those 
who should know the temper of the 
Zapata followers say that the alliance 
certainly will be brought about—that 
Zapata is willing to go to any length 
to repel any invading force, the cate- 
gory in which he places the Americans. 

The city has practically recovered its 
normal aspect. There is complete quiet 
and the Americans remaining here are 
being well treated.

The proposal for an armistice was 
communicated to President Wilson from 
the State Department by telephone. 
Though no announcement has been 
made, it was authoritatively learned 
that this Government would accept the 
conditions provided assurances are 
given that, in addition to a bait in niill- 
tary operations, there would be no civil 
uprisings against American citizens or 
other “untoward” incidents which might 
prevent peace. 

Believed Both Will Accept. 

The communication addressed to both 
governments by the mediation envoys 
formally requests each government to 
declare an armistice. It was pointed out 
by officials here that, in all probability 
the United States would accept the pro- 
poeal, notwithstanding the fact that this 
government has not recognized that a 
state of war in Mexico exists in so far as 
the operations of the United States are 
ccncerned. 

Despite this fact, it was belleved that 
the Washington Government would not 
put any barriers in the path of the 
progress of mediation, particularly at 
such an early stage of the negotiations 
Officials here also believed that Gen. 
Huerta would accept the first proposal. 

The proposal for an armistice, it also 
was learned, does not include any ref- 
erence to the Constitutioalists in Mex- 
ico, the United States and Huerta mere- 
ly being called upon to cease active op- 
erations pending further mediation pro- 
posals. Considefation of the Constitu- 
tionalists’ position, it was stated, prob- 
ably would be involved in the next step 
to be taken after an armistice has been 
agreed to by the principals to the pres- 
ent difficulty. 

No Yause in Preparations. 

Under the armistice, in accordance 
with international proceedings, neither 
the Huerta Government nor the United 
States would pause in preparations for 
war. Plans for possible con*ict would 
troceed, but the armistice would pro- 
hibit actual hostilities In the fleld and 
any extension of military movement by 
either side. In Mexico people would be 
permitted to go where they pleased un- 
molested. It would simply establish a 
truce. 

Officials expressed keen interest in un- 
efficial reports from Berlin that the 
mediators had asked European powers 
to use influence on President Wilson 
that prevent this government making 
conditions of settlement as mediation 
progressed which would make imposst- 
ble the success of the effort to bring 
about peace. At the State Department 
it was stated that rothing was known 
of this action on the part of the en- 
voys. 

After an hour’s conference today the 
mediation envoys determined that furth 
er negotiations necessarily must proceed 
without warlike interference, and Am- 
bassador Da Gama went to the State 
Department to acquaint Secretary Bryan 
of the course thus far taken in the 
peace plans. The Brazilian Minister in 
Mexico City also was notified and hx 
communicated the information to Gen 
Huerta. 

Following his visit to Secretary Bryan, 
Ambassador De Gama returned to the 
Argentine legation, where the envoys 
resumed their conference. When this 
Government would make answer to the 
armistice proposal was not indicated 
here. 

When the mediators adjourned for 
their midday recess they would not dis- 
cuss the armistice, asserting that no 
statement could yet be made by them. 

No suggestion has been made to this 
Government looking to the selection of 
mediators representing any other gov- 
ernments than Brasil, Argentina and 
Chile in the settlement of difficulties 
with Gen. Huerta tn Mexico, Secretary 
of State Bryan declared today.

ANYER HAS FOUND 
TUBERCULOSIS CURE 


Paris Academy of Medicine Is 
Told of Serum Discovery 
by Swiss Biologist. 


DRIES UP LUNG 


Several Cases Described and of 
54 Patients, 17 Are Said 
to Be Well Now. 


By Associated Presa. 

PARIS, April 29.—New treatment for 
tuberculosis, which, in the opinion of 
some of the principal experts in the dis- 
ease, gives greater hope for a cure of 
the scourge than anything yet discov- 
ered, was described to the Academy of 
Medicine last night. The new method is 
a discovery by a young Swiss biologist. 
Henry Spahlinger. 

The treatment consists of combined 
intro-muscular injections of antigenic 
solutions and of ferments, which are 
modified, according to the condition of 
each patient. The treatment, it iz 
Claimed, causes the drying up of lung 
cavities and the disappearance of baccili 
and stops the fever—three results which 
never have been obtained by any pre- 
vious method of the cure of tuberculosis. 
The action of the injections is said to 
be extremely rapid on Iinciplent cases. 

In several cases described the patients 
were said to have been able to follow 
their usual vuccupation. Of 54 persons 
treated, 17 were virtually said to have 
been cured. Most of the other cases 
were still being treated. 

The report on the new treatment was 
read by Prof. Maurice Leitulle. It was 
prepared by Prof. Edmond Lardy of 
Geneva and Drs. Edmond H. Colbeck 
and Leonard L. B. Williams of London, 
all experts in lung diseases. 

Spahlinger is not a doctor. Originally 
he was a lawyer, but abandoned law for 
science. He spent four years in work 
and $100,000 of his private fortune In the 
research which led to his discovery.

RESERVE BANK DISTRICTS 
SUBSCRIBE $71,998,600 


Chicago Is Heaviest Contributor 
and Depositories Will Be 
Open About Aug. 1. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Subscrfp- 
tions to the stock of the Federal Reserve 
banks in the 12 Federal reserve districts 
up to noon amounted to $71,998,000. The 
banks in six districts have subscribed 
more than the minimum amount of #,- 
(£0,000 necessary to organize. These dis- 
iricts are the IT irst, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth and Seventh, the Federal 
Reserve Banks for these districts being 
situated respectively in Boston, New 
York Philadelphia, Cleveland, Richmond 
and Chicago. 

The subscriptions thus far received 
have come from W113 banks out of a total) 
of 7434. The largest number from any 
one district has been received from the 
Seventh (Cualicago); the next iargest has 
come from the Third (Philadelphia). In- 
dieations are that before May 1 three 
additional districts will have subscribed 
for the minimum of $4,000,000. The banks 
are being organized with maximum ra- 
pidity. It is expected they will be ready 
for business Aug. 1.

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OUSE COMBINE 
REVERSES ITSEL 
ON LOOP FRANCHISE 


Votes to Repeal Southern Trac- 
tion Grant; Council Adopts 
a 25-Year Compromise. 


TWO DELEGATES VOTE NO 


Brokaw and Schwartz Charge 
That Speaker Gazzolo Rail- 
rOaded Bill Through. 


The Democratic House of Delegates 
combine completely reversed its atti- 
tude on the Southern Traction loop fran- 
chise, Tuesday night, and passed a bill 
for its outright repeal. This action was 
taken after the Council had adopted a 
compromise bill agreed upon by the 
Joint Conference Committee of the 
Council and House, by which the term 
of the franchise was reduced to 2% 
years and the city given the option to 
purchage at any time. 

Delegates Brokaw and Schwartz, who 
demanded to be heard on the bill, were 
refused recognition by Speaker Gaz- 
zolo. They charged that he applied gag 
rule to railroad the repeal) bill, which 
was introduced by Delegate James J. 
Gallagher, one of the Democratic lead- 
ers, the first day of the present ses- 
sion. 

Refused Report Once Before. 

Delegates Brokaw, in talking with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Wednesday, of 
the situation, recalled that Delegate Gri- 
erson of the Seventeenth Ward intro- 
duced in the last session of the Munict- 
pal Assembly a bill for the repeal of the 
loop franchise. This bill was referred to 
the Railroads Committee, of which Dele- 
gate Gallagher was chairman. Brokaw 
said that Grierson made frequent de- 
mands upon Gallagher to report the bill, 
but that Gallagher. as chairman of the 
committee, refused to act on it. 

According to Brokaw, Gallagher gave 
as his reason for refusing to report the 
bil that it was itilegwal, and that the 
House of Delegates expected to pass a 
bill limiting the term of the franchise to 
% years. The further excuse was given 
that the Joint Conference Committee of 
the Council and House of Delegates ex- 
pected to get from the receivers of the 
Southern Traction Co. of Illinois consent 
to the 25-vear term. 

Gallagher Reverses Himself. 

Gallagher’s stand on the Grierson bill 
was the stand taken by Delegates Bro- 


kaw and Schwartz on the Gallagher bill } 


Tuesday night. In order to railroad the 
Gallagher bill through the House of Del- 
egates, the Railroads Committee, of 
which Gallagher is chairman, reported 
it favorably, and after it was read for 
the third time the House took a recess 
for five minutes to give the committee 
on engrossed and enrolled bilis time to 
report. 

Delegate Schwartz, guessing from the 
reversed attitude of the House combine 
that it was the intention of the leaders 
to choke off debate on the bill, arose 
while it was being read. He asked for 
recognition to speak on the bill. Speaker 
Gazzolo refused to grant it and insisted 
on a roll call. 

Brokaw demanded that Schwartz be 
heard. He asked Speaker Gazzolo if it 
was his ruling that members of the 
H{ouse were not to be allowed to debate 
or discuss public questions on the floor 
of the House except when the majority 
of the House desired the discussion. 

After Gazzolo had stated that such 
was his ruling, Brokaw appealed to the 
House from the Speaker's decision, but 
the combine sustained Gazzolo. 


Brokaw Charges Rules Violation. 
Brokaw insisted that the ruling of the 


Speaker violated the rules of the House 
and of parliamentary procedure. Bro- 
kaw said that he and Schwartz wished 
to make an argument on the legal aspect 
of the bill, belleving that it would not 
be lawful to repeal the franchise, and 
that the proper procedure would be to 
agree to the bill as it had been passed 
by the Council. The repeal of the fran- 
chise, ‘he said, would lead to litigation, 
delay and expense, while the acceptance 
of the Council bill would result in a 
speedy settlement of the question. 
satisfaction, he believed, of the people. 

No reason was given by the House 
combine for its sudden change of posi- 
franchise. The view 
generaliy taken was that the combine 
leaders realized that they had made 
themselves unpopular in the free bridge 
matter and that they wished to curry 
favor with some elements of voters who 
have been insisting upon the outright 
repeal of the loop franchise.

The march of Gen. Winfield Scott's 
American army from Vera Cruz to the 
City of Mexico, and the conquest of the 
Mexican capitai, are described by Gen. 
U. S. Grant in first volume of his 
‘Personal Memoirs.’ Grant was a lieu 
tenant in Seott’s army, having 
transferred to that command from Gen 
Zachary Taylor’s army of invasion in 
Northern Mexico. 

“The Mexican war was a 
war,’ Grant says, ‘‘and the administra- 
tion desired to make party capital out 
of it.’’ Chiefly for political reasons, he 
relates, Gen. Scott was first kept at 
home, and tater, when Taylor’s popu- 
larity became distasteful to the Polk 
administration, Scott was sent, in chief 
command, to carry out the plan which 
he had proposed some time before, and 
which Scott himself then rejected. This 
plan wes for invasion from theeast, via 
Vera Cruz. 

“On the seventh of March, 1847,” 
Grant, “the little army of 10,000 or 12,- 
000 men, given Scott to invade a coun- 
try with a population of 7,000,000 or 8,- 
000,000, a mountainous country affording 
the greatest possible natural advant- 
ages for defense, was all assembled” on 
shipboard before Vera Cruz.

The population, according to the 
most recent estimate, is 15,003,207, 
giving an average of 19.6 inhabi- 
tants per square mile.

The line was capitalized 
at $46,000,000, and has paid a good 
profit on the investment. 

Actual railway construction 
not begin until 1878, during the first 
term of President Porfirio Diaz. 

The two railway lines running 
northward from the Capital to the 
American frontier, popularly called 
the Mexican Central and the Mex 
ican National, were merged in 1908 
with an aggregate capital of $460,- 
000,000, Mexican money, of whica 
the Mexican Government holds a 
controlling interest.

The great central plateau carries 
temperate and sub-tropical condi- 
tions over much the greater part of 
the Republic. 

The temperature rises steadily as 
one descends to the lowlands on 
either side of the plateau, until the 
upper limit of the tropical region, 
called ‘‘tierras calientes,’’ is 
reached, where the climate is hot, 
humid and unhealthy, as elsewhere 
in the forested coastal plains of 
tropical America. Here the tem- 
perature often rises to 105 degrees, 
and in the sultry districts of Vera 
Cruz, Guaymas and Acapulco to and 
even above 110 degrees. 

Above the plateau rise the mar- 
ginal sierras, while a few isolated 
peaks in the region of perpetual 
snow give to Mexico a considerable 
area of cold temperature and a trace 
of arctic conditions. 

The four seasons are clearly 
marked north of latitude 28 degrees 
N. only. South of that parallel only 
a rainy season from May to October 
and a dry season for the rest of the 
year can be distinguished. 

Long droughts are coming in 
many parts of the country and on 
the barren surface of the plateau 
the rains drain away rapidly.

Social Reformer, His Wife and 
Three Women Had Gone to 
Make Strike Demonstration.

NEW YORK, ‘April 


clair, his wife and three women were 
arrested today, after a dermonstration 
at the offices of John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
in the Standard Oil Building. They had 
come to make a protest in connection 
with the Colorado strike. 

A woman who said she was a Social- 
ist invaded the outer offices of John D 
“ockefeller Jr., in the Standard Ot 
Building and sought to interview him on 
the coal miners’ strike in Colorado. His 
secretary told her Rockefeller was busy 
at a conference. The woman carried an 
American flag into the offices and said 
she was Mrs. Belle N. Zilverman. 

She was joined on the sidewalk by Up- 
ton Sinclair, who wore a bit of crepe on 
his arm in pursuance of a plan an- 
nounced at a Socialist mass meeting last 
night where it was agreed that ‘‘mourn- 
e>s”’ should gather in front of the Stand- 
ard Oil Building as a protest against the 
sacrifice of lives in Colorado. Mrs. Zil- 
verman and Sinclair were the ‘irst to ar- 
rive on the scene. 

Mrs. Zilverman sought to place this 
message before the younger Rockefeller: 

“IT am an American citizen standing 
at your door, waiting for just a word 
with you. Will you grant me this re- 
quest? My question will be brief and 
to the point.”’ 

When Mrs. Zilverman left the office 
she also was arrested. In addition to an 
American flag, she carried a large white 
flag with a black border and a red 
heart in the center. She said the flaw 
meant that “‘the heart of the United 
States was against the workingeman.” 

All the prisoners were charged with 
disorderly conduct, and in a patroi wag- 
cn were taken to the Tombs Police 
Court. Mrs. Leitner said she Was an 
ertist and that her home was in Georgia. 

The prisoners were taken to the Ola 
Slip Police Station, where Mrs. Sinclair 
was released. The other women, who 
were placed in cells pending thetr ar- 
raignment in court, said they were Mrs.

COLORADO’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

‘In sending Federal troops to Colorado at the 
request of Gov. Ammons President Wilson makes 
it clear that the United States forces shall be 
used only for the purpose of restoring order. 
This is his constitutional duty, but he warns 
Gov. Ammons that the Federal soldiers will not 
put down the strike, nor will he interpose to set- 
tle the controversy. The duty of dealing with 
the situation rests with the State Legislature 
and the Governor. 

The intervention of the Federal Government 
to restore order fortunately has the approval of 
all factions, which holds out the hope that dis- 
order and violence will cease without further 
bloodshed. 

The restoration of order, however, is merely 
the beginning of a settlement of the controversy 
which will insure peace. The immediate respon- 
sibility for the future conditions in the mines 
of the Colorado Fuel Co. rests with the State. 

It is certain that there will not be permanent 
peace and order without justice. It is certain 
that the State cannot ally itself with arrogant 
employers to carry out unjust and inhuman pol- 
icles and escape violent revolt on the part of 
oppressed and injured workmen. It is certain 
that the State cannot support greed and tyranny 
without suffering from lawlessness and disorder, 

Violence on the part of workingmen, no matter 
what the cause, must be stopped. On the other 
hand, oppression and lawlessness.on the part of 
employers which provoke workingmen to vio- 
lence must be stopped. The anarchy and arro- 
gance of capital which drives labor to bitter 
resentment and revolt are as great menaces to 
peace and progress as the anarchy and violence 
of provoked labor. Laws are not framed to pro- 


jtect and promote inhumanity. 


What are the facts of the Colorado controversy 
which led to war? What is the cause of the 
strife and who committed the wrongs that pro- 
voked it? 

When violence has been checked the State 
must deal with the causes of it. If the Rocke- 
fellers, who proclaim the right to deal with 
miners as they please, and their agents have op- 
pressed and harassed the miners, denied them 
their rights and imposed starvation and misery 
on them, the State must deal with the Rocke 
fellers. 

If the State is unable to deal with fundamental 
causes, if its officers are influenced or controlled 
by the Rockefellers in order to impose unjust, 
inhuman and lawless conditions upon citizens 
who are in their power, then the United States 
must deal with the situation. Civil war is in- 
tolerable and by calling upon the United States 
to rescue it from the consequences of its own 
failure to maintain justice and order Colorado 
is responsible to the American people for its 
conduct hereafter. If it cannot enforce just deal- 
ing the United States must do it. 
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JUSTICH OF THE LHADEN FOOT. 

Almost two years after its decision abolishing 
the bridge arbitrary, the Federal Supreme Court 
has set Oct. 13 next as the date for arguing wheth- 
er the opinion really meant what it said. Proba- 
bly we may hope to have this issue determined 
three years after the original decision. Thus we 
have another striking illustration of how the law’s 
delays operate for the benefit of defiant litigants 
in cases in which the facts are notorious. 
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MEDIATION AND MANANA. 

As a means of postponing the inevitable, media- 
tion has always been a favored method with the 
Mexicans. Mediation means manana. 

They invoked mediation to save the City of 
Mexico from Gen. Scott in our first war, and suc 
ceeded in putting off the evil day for a consider- 
able space. Scott by a masterly campaign had 
fought his way up to the vicinity of the capital, 
whipped the enemy in a general engagement and 
driven their force, three times the size of his 
own, from their defensive position. He was about 
to enter the city when checked by peace negotia- 
tions. It became evident afterwards that the 
Mexicans had only jockeyed for time. It cost 
two more battles when eventually Scott did take 
the city. Gen. Grant fn his memotrs gave it as 
his opinion that these battles were unnecessary. 

If Mexican second thoughts were usually bet- 
ter than first ones, ff reflection had not hereto. 
fore confirmed Huerta in his folly, there would 
be more to hope for in mediation. Yet from the 
United States’ standpoint we have nothing to 
lose by it, and the predicament of Huerta {is such 
that time cannot mend it. “Manana” to Huerta 
meag& prolonging deprivation and starvation. 
There is no quarter from which he can expect 
aid. Huerta’s tomorrow must be worse than to 
day. 
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A RECORD IN WINNER PICKING. 

‘Admittedly George W. Thompson of Atchison, 
Kan., in pledging himself never to vote fot an- 
other candidate for President, is not guided by 
the highest and most approved of civic ideals. 
His conscience cannot have been quickened to 
that modern conception of citizenship duty which 
enjoins painstaking acceptance of the rights and 
privileges of suffrage. His is a case of masculine 
delinquency sure to be cited triumphantly by the 
advocates of votes for women. 

Before, however, you condemn Mr. Thompson 
too savagely, perhaps you ought for a moment to 
put yourself in his place. If you had begun vot- 
ing for President in 1848, and if you had con- 
tinued conscientiously to register your choice for 
President in every election from that year until 
1912, and if you had now reached an age in ex- 
cess of 87 years, and if you should, in a fireside 
retrospect, discover that you had never in your 
whole life voted for a winning candidate for 
President except Franklin Pierce, what would 
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you do yourself? 
Taft or 
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leven Hayes—pleas in extenuation would have less 


force. But Franklin Pierce! 

No instance of futility on so monumental a 
scale in attempts to influence the character: of 
the national vox populi is recorded in our history. 
Is it certain, however, that Mr. Thompson will 
find his greatest opportunity for political useful- 
ness as a permanant attachment to the stay-at- 
home vote? He should be retained on the regis-

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MISSOURI’S CRAZY-QUILT TAXATION. 

Disparity between Bell telephone valuations for 
taxation purposes and for rate-making purposes 
show what a bungler the State is in business. Its 
fiscal side is a fiasco—when the Béll company, like 
some other corporations, swears that its prop- 
erty is worth ten millions as a basis of rates it 
should be allowed to charge the public, but worth 
less than one million as a basis of the taxes it 
should pay into the public treasury. 

That is to say, the Bell company, like every oth- 
er utility concern guilty of the inconsistency, ex- 
pects ten for one in its dealings with the public. 
It expects the people to support its business, but it 
will not support theirs—the State—on the srme 
basis. 

The fact that any public service corporation can 
have two sworn valuations is no more a proof of 
the corporation’s moral turpitude than a proof of 
the State’s slothful incompetence. A taxation sys- 
tem like Missouri’s is a temptation to every bit of 
corporate dishonesty in the Commonwealth. It 
premiumizes perjury, and is a corrupter of indi- 
vidual as well as corporate virtue. 

Why should the people, as a whole, in their gov- 
ernmental capacity, practice business stupidity of 
which the most ignorant individual could scarcely 
be guilty? 

Missouri’s present taxation scheme ifs a disgrace 
to a civilized community. It would be unworthy 
of a band of honest savages. The system’s in- 
equalities and injustices are thoroughly known 
They have been deeply felt in certain quarters for 
a long time. Yet the State shows no active dis- 
position to reform them. 

Tax reform is possibly the biggest and most 
vital reform which Missouri must undertake if it 
is to remain in the front rank of states. Under its 
present crazy-quilt system it will retrograde. Will 
ii take Missouri another decade to tackle the job? 


A ‘‘CINCH’’ ON WAR. 


The United States has a “tight cinch’ on wat 
making in Mexico. Villa has hardly enough am- 
munition to fight another battle, and has been 
idling near the border cultivating friendly rela- 
tions with the Washington Government to get 
the embargo on arms and ammunition lifted 
again. If he fails he must cease military opera- 
tions. 

Huerta is penned up in Mexico City, dependent 
not only for arms and ammunition, but for food 
supplies, on seaports ‘controlled by the United 
States. ’ 

If we sit tight on the border, the Mexicans will 
have to quit fighting and find another way of set- 
tling their differences. Doubtless a realization 
of their situation 1s accountable for the better 
spirit which is prevailing in sister Mexico’s house- 
hold. 


WARNING TO ALL TREASURERS. 


Those who are entrusted with official responsi- 
bility for the safety of public funds engage in 
graft at greater peril than other officials. Time 
and again it has been shown that public senti- 
ment, on which jury -verdicts and the administra- 
tion of justice are so largely dependent, holds 
the incumbents of a Treasurer’s office to a much 
stricter accountability than the incumbents of a 
political office. The case of E. Fred Gerold, 
former City Treasurer of East St. Louis, is an- 
other instance of the sort. 

His indeterminate sentence of 10 years in the 
penitentiary gives those to whom lesser trusts 
were committed in that city no hope of escaping 
the legal consequences of their brazen grafts. 
But it is a special warning to the custodians of 
public money everywhere that the resentment of; 
taxpayers against abuse of public confidence is 
swift and certain.

THE KEYS OF HUERTA’S BASTILE. 


Huerta, of course, had his Bastile. Such insti- 
tutig@ns are necessary to the purposes of those who 
rule as he has ruled. For even the Huertas may 
weary Of murder. Cases come up in which resort 
to it. 1s impolitic and besides, there are degrees in 
the seriousness of the offenses of those who re- 
sist despots and usurpers. The severest penalty 
must naturally be reserved for the gravest of- 
fenses. For those whose ultimate fate must be 
pondered, for those who may be reduced to sub- 
mission by drastic discipline, for those whose 
temperamental boldness in speech and action 
makes it unwise to leave them at large, there is 
the Bastile. 


No doubt at Mexico City Huerta has his private 
oubliettes for too impulsive Congresmen, army of- 
ficers With a liking for Villa and citizens with a 
knack for conspiracy. But his most infamous place 
of confinement for personal enemies was the great 
castle of San Juan de Uloa. This is located half a 
mile from shore on an island in the bay on which 
Vera Cruz is built. Parts of it still in use were 
begun in 1582. The cost of its entire construction 
‘s said to have been 40,000,000 pesos. Some of its 
foul, smothering dungeons are below the sea level. 

The doors of the Paris Bastile, whose keys hang 
at Mount Vernon, were opened by the French peo- 
ple themselves. The doors of the Vera Cruz Bastile 
were unlocked by the American people. The 
Huerta victims liberated exceeded in number the 
victims of King Louis whose liberation both Dick- 
ens and Dumas have described. One was Ignatius 
Calderon, a historian, perilous profession in Mex- 
ico just now. Another was a brother-in-law of 
the murdered Madero. Still others were men who 
were being reduced to the frame of mind in which 
they would accept service in Huerta armies. 

To make the historic analogy complete the pest- 
iferous old fortress should be demolished. It is 
worthless as a harbor defense, and its further use 
&3 a prison is criminal. But the fact that its doors 
have been opened is eloquent of the American pur-

Not 
only does our country produce 
more eggs than does any other, 
but in America, two years ago 

this month, was born the world’s great- 

est hen. 


The helpful hen upon which the Ore- 
gon Agricultural College at Corvallis 
recently conferred the title of “the 
greatest hen in the world’ is known as 
“‘C-643."" She began laying at the age 
of 6% months. 

Missouri leads the states in egg pro- 
duction, and the helpful hen is responsi- 
ble for no samall share of the prosperity 
of the ‘‘show-me” Commonwealth. The 
production of eggs in the United States 
as a whole reached in 1909 the amazing 
total of 1,591,311,371 dozen, or 19,093,736, 152 
eggs. Of this total Missour!l hens pro- 
duced 111,816,693 dozen, with Iowa a close 
second, Ohio and Illinois close contest- 
ants for third place, and Kansas, I[n- 


diana, Texas, Pennsylvania, New York

The ostrich lays 
the largest eggs of any bird, but an 
ostrich egg is a tiny thing compared 
with the egg of the elephant bird of 
Madagascar, now unfortunately extinc!, 
the shell of which had a capacity of 
about two gallons and was six times the 
size of the egg of the ostrich. 

Besides their use as a food, hens’ 
eggs are used in the technical arts, 
including dyeing and the manufacture 
of leather. Unlike some other things, 
eggs do not improve with age, but now- 
adays few eggs reach such a state of 
decomposition as to be considered 
worthless. Aged eggs, formerly used 
solely to discourage histrionic and politi- 
cal ambitions, are now used in many 
industries—including, it has been alleged, 
that of baking!

Lentil Cutlet. 

2 cups lentils. 

1 cup cold boiled rice. 

1 tablespoon bacon drippings or butter. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

1 teaspoon onion juice. 

1%, teaspoon grated nutmeg. 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley. 

Dash white pepper. 

1 egg and bread crumbs. 

Wash and soak the lentils over night. 
drain; cover with boiling water and 
boil two hours; mash through strainer 
and add the rice, which has _ been 
mashed fine; add the bacon drippings or 
butter, salt, pepper, nutmeg, onion juice 
and parsley; mix well; spread on platter 
to get cold. Take a tablespoonful into 
floured hand; form into oblong shapes 
about one inch thick; dip in egg, which 
has been beaten with one tablespoon 
cold milk; then tn bread crumbs; fry in 
deep hot drippings; drain on paper. 
Serve with tomato sauce.
